God’s Call in 


Repentance 


By Evangelist B. B. Crimm 


(Excerpts from sermon preached 
in Dallas, September 2nd, 1939. 
Stenographically reported). 


One of the saddest things in this 
world is to sit by the bedside of 
somebody you love. and watch him 
die. The hardest thing I ever did 
in the world was when I had to sit 
idly by the bedside of my precious 
baby when she was dying. You 
remember how hard it is when you 
had to do that. I have been for 
twenty-six years sitting by spirit- 
ual deathbeds of people by the hun- 
dreds and hundreds, and I have 
seen them say “No” to God and 
turn away and I knew they would 
never hear the call of God again. 
That is what hurts! That is why 
tonight my old hair is_ turning 
gray. That is why I am getting 
old before my time! That is why 
this summer has nearly killed me. 
As I get older I think the burden 
gets heavier to go through the hot 
summer, standing every night be- 
fore people, knowing some are say- 
ing “No” to God who will never 
hear the call of God again. And 
that is the thing that is wringing 
my heart, and wrecking every 
preacher that ever knew anything 
about the gospel. 


I think this is one of the sad- 
dest stories of my ministry. I 
went to Marshall, Texas, twenty- 
four years ago last Christmas as 
the county missionary. I still live 
there. I was there a year, and the 
year I was county missionary was 
the happiest year of my ministry. 
I never expect to have another year 
as happy as that. I didn’t feel 
much responsibility. This man 
here, Brother Nelson, was saved 
during that time and I didn’t know

As these words are written on 
the Katy Bluebonnet train, I speed 
northward from Dallas to Peters- 
burg, Illinois, where I am to be 
in eleven days of revival effort, 
God willing, with the First Bap- 
tist Church and Pastor Wirth. 
Services are planned to last from 
Tuesday, September 12, through 
Friday, September 22. Then I must 
be back in Dallas for Sunday, Sep- 
tember 24. 

On my lap is the fine Royal 
portable typewriter given by a dear 
California friend who loves the 
Lord and this paper. May God 
bless him! Yesterday (Sunday), I 
spoke five times, baptized twice. 
Today I worked at the office until 
5:30 p.m., then rushed to the train 
which left ae 6:00. Now I have 
read eight chapters in Hosea, have 
planned and outlined a message 
coming for you soon, a word of 
sweet comfort in sorrow and 
trouble or burden or temptation. 
I have eaten part of a lunch pre- 
pared by loving hands that have 
blessed me for eighteen years, and 
must write more before I rest. Will 
you, dear reader, pray that God 
will anoint me anew for these re- 
vival days? Pray that the first love 
may be mine. Pray that my lamp 
will burn bright without smoke, 
being properly trimmed, and pray 
that the light may be all from the 
burning of the oil of the Spirit and 
not of the wick which is flesh! 
The harvest is white! May the 
God of the harvest send laborers! 
And may we sow in tears and reap 


in joy! 


about it until the other day when 
he told me. I will put his name 
down on my list. That makes a 
hundred and sixty-six preachers 
that I have on my list new that 
have been saved in my meetings. 
I-don’t know how many more, but 
I know a hundred and sixty-six, 
and I am a young preacher yet 
myself, and if I do get so old 
I can’t preach, I am going to spend 
the rest of my life going around 
visiting my preacher boys and 
hearing them preach and I will 
have the blessed assurance to know 
that I am carrying on in their lives. 

When I was county missionary 
I just rode around over my district 
horseback, carried a bag and my 
dogs with me, and held meetings. 
I didn’t sleep in a house half the 
time. When I got sleepy, I would 
throw a blanket down out in the 
woods and pile down and go to 
sleep. I would tie my horse, and 
the next morning when I would 
wake up the horse and dogs and 
preacher were all sleeping togeth- 
er. I had a whale of a good time. 
I baptized over a thousand peo- 
ple in eight months as a county 
missionary and got canned for my 
trouble. But that doesn’t matter. 
I look back on that-.as the hap- 
piest year of my ministry. 

About that time or the year be- 
fore, I went to a church to hold 
a meeting. The preacher said, 
“Crimm, I understand you have 
dogs.”’ 

And I said to myself, “Right 
here is where I am going to get 
a lecture for having dogs.” I 
grinned and said, “Yes, I am the 
dog-gonest preacher you ever saw 
in your life.” I said, “Why?” 

‘"T have two old men in my 
town, old confederate soldiers. 
They never go to church, but they 
are fine old fellows. They are fox 
hunters.” He said, “I have a feel- 
ing if you would bring your dogs 
and hunt with them, maybe they 
would hear you preach.” 

I said, “‘Fine.”’ 

I sent my little old tent up and 
the boys put it up. I came up 
horseback those eighteen miles, 
and I brought nine hounds. Late 
in the afternoon I came riding into 
the edge of town, and I saw two 
old men over yonder in the shade 
of a tree talking. I never looked 
up. I knew they were looking at 
me. I hit the mare with my spur 
and said, “Strut your stuff, they 
are watching us.” I was riding a 
beautiful high- stepping, blooded 
mare. You can drive automobiles 
by me all day and I will never 
look up, but you come by me on 
a stepping horse, and I will run my 
tongue out to catch her, and if you 
don’t watch me, I will swap you 
out of her! 


Those two old men said, 
is that fellow there ?”’ 


Somebody that knew me said, 
“That is the preacher that is go- 
ing to hold a meeting in this town.” 

One of them said, “Well, I heard 
he had dogs, but I supposed it was 
a poodle dog!” 

No, I never did do that. 

Then I rode on down to water 
my horse, and here the old men 
came. In five minutes there was 
a whole crowd. They stood around 
and we got acquainted. One of the 
old white-headed fellows said, 
“What are you going to do with 
those dogs?” 

“IT have no idea,” I said. 
brought them along.” 

“Take them to my house, I have 
wee of room and feed. What do

(Continuation of article on 
Luke 11:1-138) 


“And he said unto them, 
which of you shall have a 
friend, and shall go unto him 
at midnight, and say unto him, 
Friend, lend me three loaves; 

“For a friend of mine in his 
journey is come to me, and I 
have nothing to set before 
him ? 

“And he from within shall 
answer and say, Trouble me 
not; the door is now shut, and 
my children are with me in 
bed; I cannot rise and give 
thee. 

“I say unto you, Though he 
will not rise and give him, be- 
cause he is his friend, yet be- 
cause of his importunity he 
will rise and give him as many 
as he needeth” (Luke 11:5-8). 


In the parable which Jesus gave 
us in Luke 11:5-11, teaching us to 
pray, the man came to his friend 
at midnight to beg of him, “Friend, 
lend me three loaves.” It was at 
midnight; that would seem to in- 
dicate unusual urgency. Blessed is 
L the Christian who is willing to 
break up the ordinary routine of 
his life for prayer and soul-win- 
ning. I dare say that God never 
specially blesses with an outpour- 
ing of the Holy Spirit in soul- 
winning power upon a Christian 
who is not willing to take extra- 
ordinary measures to receive it. 
I say the friend came at midnight, 
and pounded upon the door and 
woke up his neighbor, saying, 
“Friend, lend me three loaves.” And 
so many of you came to God, too. 
You have prayed that God would 
Save your husband, or you prayed 
that God would save your son, or 
your neighbor. You prayed that 
God would make you a soul win- 
ner. Surely, you thought, that kind 
of prayer is according to the will 
of God. And yet, if you tell the 
truth, many of you who read this 
will have to admit that God did 
not answer it. You asked for pow- 
er, but you did not receive it. You 
asked that God would help you to 
win some loved one that He had 
put in your home or that He had 
caused to cross your path, and yet 
God did not give you that bread 
for sinners. Isn’t that true? 


Here Christ is teaching us to 
pray. He teaches us to come to the 
Father as to one who has plenty 
of bread, and ask Him for bread 
for sinners. Well, since He teach- 
es us to pray such a prayer, does 
He teach us to expect an answer? 
Does every one who asks for the 
bread for sinners get it? 


Let’s read again what the Lord 
Jesus said about this kind of pray- 
ing for soul-winning power, pray- 
ing for bread to give to sinners. 

“And he from within shall 
answer and say, Trouble me 
not; the door is now shut, and 
my children are with me in 
bed; I cannot rise and give 
thee.” 


Thus the Christian who asked 
for bread to give to .sinners is 
‘taught by the Saviour to expect re- 
buff, to expect no favorable an- 
swer at first. How strange this 
seems to us! Surely it seems that 
God would gladly give soul-win- 
ning power to every one that asks 
it, bread for sinners to everyone 
who wishes to carry the bread. 
And yet, according to this para- 


ble, the bread is not forthcoming. 


The man within simply answers,

Or, Praying Through For Bread For Sinners 


“No, my children are with me in 
bed, and I cannot rise and give 
thee.”” Isn’t it strange for God 
to say, “Trouble me not; don’t 
bother me. I don’t have any time 
nor disposition now to give you 
bread for sinners’? And yet that 
is what the Scripture seems to 
teach! What can Jesus mean by 
these words? 


I think I can help you to see it 
by this illustration. The little child 
longs to be able to use the axe 
with which his father cuts down 
big trees and splits the stove wood, 
and yet the father carefully keeps 
the keen-edged instrument from 
the child when he asks for it. Or 
will the mother immediately turn 
over an expensive sewing machine 
to the little girl the first time she 
wants to use it to sew? Or what 
foolish parent would turn an ex- 
pensive, high-powered automobile 
over to the little fellow the first 
time he wants to drive it? And so, 
I tell you, it is foolish to expect 
the infinite God to place the dyna- 
mite of Heaven in the careless 
hands of a Christian who does not 
know the travail of soul that 
Christ had, and has not entered in- 
to the burden for sinners, and the 
sense of shame over sin. How can 
God give to the light-hearted 
Christian who casually asks to be 
filled with the Holy Spirit, asks 
to be made a great soul-winner — 
how can God, I say, give him the 
power to defeat Satan, to trans- 
form lives, yea, put in his hands 
all the infinite power that raised 
Jesus Christ from the dead? 


“T say unto you, Though he 
will not rise and give him, 
because he is his friend, yet 
because of his importunity he 
will rise and give him as many 
as heneedeth” (Luke 11:8).

IMPORTUNITY 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1) 


What is ‘it? You are right, it is 
importunity. God does not give 
soul-winning power to people 
simply because they are friends of 
Christ. You say you are saved and 
that gives you the right to come 
and say, “Our Father who art in 
Heaven,” and to ask for daily 
bread and forgiveness of sins, and 
guidance, and deliverance from the 
evil one. But here in this lesson on 
intercessory prayer, Jesus tells us 
that the friend will not rise and 
give to his neighbor the bread that 
he needs because he is his friend. 
Friendship is not enough in that 
case. But because of his impor- 
tunity, his pleading, his insistence, 
his begging, “he will arise and 
give him as many as he needeth.” 

‘Certainly God means for us to 
get this lesson here: There are 
some blessings that a Christian 
will never have without pleading, 
importunate, waiting on God! 
Those who want soul-winning pow- 
er, want to be able to carry the 
bread of life to sinners, must learn 
the secret of praying through! 

I believe that in asking many 
things it is wrong not to expect the 
blessing at once. For instance, I 
know that God is ready to instant- 
ly save any sinner who will call 
upon Him for mercy and trust Him 
for salvation. I believe that a sin- 
ner can trust Christ immediately 
and be saved. I do not believe 
there needs to be any long period 
of waiting, or mourning, or seek- 
ing God, when a sinner is willing 
to trust in Jesus Christ. For that 
reason I do not usually use what 
is generally called a “‘mourner’s 
bench.” I like for sinners to come 
with deep earnestness, and I be- 
lieve it profitable to have a place 
to teach them the Word of God, 
and I think it well even to have 
sinners to pray and ask God for 
forgiveness. But I do not want to 
leave the impression that God is 
hard-hearted, or that He is indif- 
ferent about saving a soul or must 
be begged into it. That is not true. 
God is able and willing to save 
instantly everyone that comes to 
him for salvation. 

I think that many ordinary af- 
fairs ought to be easily settled 
between the Christian and God. 
I believe that a Christian ought 
not to need to pray long for daily 
bread, I mean bread for today and 
asked for in the will of Christ and 
in simple faith. I believe that it 
does not take a Christian long to 
get his sins forgiven when he is 
willing to forgive others and con- 
fess his own sins honestly. Surely 
one does not need a long period of 
waiting before God is willing to 
forgive His own penitent child and 
to cleanse him from unrighteous- 
ness. I say, some things a Chris- 
tian can get from God the moment 
he is willing to come God’s way 
with all of his heart and trust 
Christ for it. But here Jesus plain- 
ly teaches that importunity is God’s 
way of getting soul-winning pow- 
er 


Before Pentecost a hundred and 
twenty gathered in an upper room. 
“These all continued with one ac- 
cord in prayer and supplication, 
with the women, and Mary the 
mother of Jesus, and with his 
brethren” (Acts 1:14). There was 
intercession, there was begging, 
supplication, waiting, before the 
power of the Holy Ghost came up- 
on them at Pentecost. 


When Paul was saved on the 
road to Damascus, then he was 
three days-and three nights with- 
out food (Acts 9:9). And the an- 
gel of God brought the word to 
Ananias that “Behold, he prayeth” 
(verse 11). For three days and 
nights after his conversion Paul 
fasted and prayed. What for? 
Evidently for bread to give to sin- 
ners, for the soul-winning power 
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thou mightest receive thy sight and 
be filled with the Holy Ghost’ 
(Acts 9:17). Paul got salvation 
for himself instantly when he sur- 
rendered to Christ, He got power 
to witness to others and get others 
saved only after heart-breaking 
periods of fasting and prayer. 
Again the one word, “importuni- 
ty,” spelled the way to have bread 
for others. 

D. L. Moody prayed, he tells us, 
for two long years, beseeching God 
to pour upon him the power of the 
Holy Spirit. Ever since two godly 
women had called his attention to 
his need for the power of the Holy 
Ghost upon his ministry, he. had 
earnestly sought this blessing. It 
didn’t come until one day as he 
walked down Wall Street in New 
York City after long, long waiting 
on God. 

In the case of Cornelius (Acts 
10) as in the case of Charles G. 
Finney, the time of waiting and 
pleading came before salvation. 

There are too many problems to 
explain here, but certain it is that 
in this college course on prayer, 
this lesson in advanced praying, 
intercessory praying, unselfish 
praying, Jesus means to teach us 
that importunity is the way to 
power. God does not give the pow- 
er of the Holy Spirit simply be- 
cause we are friends of God but 
because we wait before Him until 
we are fitted to receive His bless- 
ing. How foolish we should be to 
expect the marvelous power of the 
Spirit of God to be given us freely, 
without any confession of sin, 
without any weighing of motives, 
without any pleading with tears 
and without any transformation of 
life as we wait before God. 

Certainly very few people carry 
bread to sinners because they are 
not willing to wait and knock at 
the door and rattle the doorknob 
persistently and incessantly until 
the Friend within will arise and 
give them as many loaves as they 
need because of their importunity. 
Oh, may God teach us to pray, 
teach us to pray importunate 
prayers that will not be denied, 
that we may have bread for sin- 
ners! 


God Does Not Always Mean “No” 
When He Says “No” 


Here is encouragement, then, for 
every child of God who has longed 
to win souls but never has. God 
has sent someone your way for you 
to win to Christ. A friend in his 
journey has come to you and you 
have had nothing to set before him, 
and when you asked God, He 
seemed to say “No.” He seemed 
to disregard your prayer. You 
never received the power you re- 
quested and you never bore fruit 
as you longed to do. But you can! 
God did not mean “No” when He 
said ‘‘No.” He simply meant for 
you to keep on asking and pray- 
ing and for you to refuse to be 
denied. How eagerly God waits 
for His people to pray. Importu- 
nate praying, insistent praying can 
change even the plan of God. How 
gladly He will give bread to those 
who wait before Him with im- 
portunity just as the Man pic- 
tured in the passage rose and gave 
his neighbor as many loaves as 
he needed, not because he was his 
friend, but because of his impor- 
tunity. 

In Matthew 15:21-28 we have a 
blessed example of the fact that 
God does not always mean “No” 
when He seems to say “No.” A 
Canaanitess woman came to Je- 
sus crying, “Have mercy on me, O 
Lord, thou son of David: my 
daughter is grievously vexed with 
a devil.” But Jesus “answered her 
not a word.” Finally Jesus “an- 
swered and said, I am not sent but 
unto the lost sheep of the house of 
Israel.” Was she discouraged? 
Did she quit praying? No. 

“Then came she and worshipped 
him, saying, Lord, help me.” 

Again Jesus discouraged her, 
saying, “It is not meet to take the 
children’s bread, and cast it to 
dogs.” 

But see the faith in this woman’s 
heart as she said, “Truth, Lord: 
yet the dogs eat of the crumbs 
which fall from their masters’ 
table.” If she was a dog, then she 
insisted she was Jesus’ dog. 

How Jesus exulted! He said, “O 
woman, great is thy faith: be it 
unto thee even as thou wilt!” 

And she went home and found 
her daughter well from that very

you feed them?” 

“Anything they can get.” 

The other old man spoke up and 
said, “What are you going to do 
with that horse?” 

“I don’t know.” 

“I will take care of her. I have 
lots of oats.”’ 

When I went down the street 
with that little bundle of clothes 
in my hands, I thought about that 
scripture, “The foxes have holes 
and the birds of the air have nests, 
but where am I going to sleep?” 

By that time I had begun to 
wonder about the preacher. But 
he came, and said, “I am just 
tickled to death you got here.” He 
said, “Those are my two old men.”’ 

“I knew it.” 

“How did you know it?” 

“Don’t you reckon I would know 
a fox hunter?” 

That night at church the two old 
men were on the front seat. I got 
them all sized up. I didn’t preach 
a regular sermon, I just told dog 
stories. Some of the folk thought 
they had gotten the wrong preach- 
er for the revival! 

As soon as the service was over, 
the old men came to me and said, 
“‘Let’s go.” 

“Go where ?”’ 

“Go hunting.” 

“I can’t go tonight.” 

“Well, what did you bring those 
dogs for?’’ 

I said, “You boys are just too 
fast for me. I ran my dogs all 
night last night, and they ran up 
here this afternoon, eighteen miles. 
We will go tomorrow night.” 

I like to have never have gotten 
rid of them. They didn’t like it. 


The next day when I got up both 
of those old men were down where 
I was staying, sitting on the front 
steps. They were waiting for me. 
I talked dogs all day. That night 
they were at church again. As soon 
as I got through preaching I 
changed my clothes and went hunt- 
ing. I heard the dogs running a 
fox. 

“Don’t you fellows be afraid of 
me,” I said. “I am not going to 
bore you. If you want to go to 
Hell, go ahead, but if you want to 
go to Heaven, I will help you, but 
I’m not going to bore you about it.” 

We hunted nearly every night, 
and I didn’t bore them. 

By and by I saw them beginning

hour! 

Preachers have a way of some- 
times getting the letter and not 
the spirit, so I doubt not that the 
disciples hung about greatly bored, 
it seeming that Jesus had insulted 
the woman to deliberately send her 
away. If they believed simply the 
outward indication of His lan- 
guage, they had a right to think 
that Jesus cared nothing for Gen- 
tiles, that to Him they were only 
dogs and that He would do nothing 
at all for this heathen woman who 
cried after Him. But the woman 
didn’t listen to the letter of the 
words of Jesus. If He seemed not 
to care, her faith cried out that 
she knew He did care, He did love 
her, He did love her daughter! If 
He seemed to send her away, yet 
she believed that He came to save, 
and to save Gentiles as well as 
Jews. By faith she trusted in the 
goodness of His heart and was not 
discouraged by His words. I tell 
you that the Lord Jesus does not 
always mean “No” when He seems 
to say “No”! And when you asked 
for power, asked for bread for sin- 
ners, God did not mean you could 
not have it when the answer was 
delayed. He did not mean that 
there was not bread enough and to 
spare fcr all; He simply meant 
that He wanted you to wait and 
mean business for God. He wanted 
you to “pray through.” As certain 
as the Bible is true, there is pow- 
er for those who seek it with all 
their hearts. Oh, Lord Jesus, teach 
us to pray, to pray the importunate 
prayer so that we may have bread 
for sinners, as many loaves as we 
need. 

Notice carefully Luke 11, verses 
9 and 10: 

“And I say unto you, Ask, 
and it shall be given you; seek, 
and ye shall find; knock, and 
it shall be opened unto you. 

“For every one that asketh 
receiveth; and he that seeketh 
findeth; and to him that 
knocketh it shall be ‘ad

What Christian Young Men 
Think of Women’s Clothes . 


From Fort Plain, N. Y., a Chris- 
tian young man, J. F. Mc., writes 
as follows: 

“Dear Brother Rice: 

“The Youth’s Corner is a 
very helpful addition to the 
already valuable Sword of the 
Lord. I am a Christian boy 
and my heart is burdened for 
the soul’s salvation of other 
young people. We pray that 
your new column may be 
greatly used of the Lord for 
bringing in these poor deluded 
sinners, and for the edification 
of young Christians. 

“IT am much opposed (put- 
ting it mildly) to the movies, 
dance, cards, Zambling, smok- 
ing, and drinking. I abhor im- 
modesty in dress such as the 
wearing of backless, legless, 
sun suits, etc. Purity and 
modesty are virtues to be 
treasured. 

“Permit me to express the 
opinion that slacks are per- 
missible for ladies when rid- 
ing horseback and for school- 
girls, although I now believe 
that women should not wear 
them as a rule. 

“I consider it proper and 
right for a woman, under the 
Lord, to dress attractively and 
keep herself reasonably pret- 
ty for her lover or husband, 
but I do agree one hundred per 
cent against a girl showing 
her legs, dressing flashily, or 
being otherwise immodest and . 
bold in order to attract atten- 
tion from all men. 

“Very truly yours in Christ, 
(Signed) “J. F. Mc,” 


A nice letter. Notice that the 
writer has a reverence for mod- 
est, fine Christian girls, likes for 
them to dress attractively, but 
“abhors immodesty in dress.” 

J. F. Mc. differs with the editor 
of Youth’s Corner when he says, 
“Permit me to express the opinion 
that slacks are permissible for 
ladies when riding horseback and 
for schoolgirls, although I now be- 
lieve that women should not wear 
them as a rule.” 

The same thought is brought out 
in a letter from Mrs. F. N. P., a 
Christian young woman of Ft. 
Worth, Texas, who writes as fol- 
lows:

“Editor: 

“*Youth’s Corner’ is certain- 
ly a fine addition to the inter- 
est and practicability of your 
paper. Practical application of 
the scriptures is the sensible 
thing for youth’s questioning 
mind. I think we have greater 
respect for Christianity when 
we realize it answers any 
problem we may have. 

“. . » No Christian girl or 
woman should ever desire to 
wear clothes to immodestly 
call attention to, or display her 
womanly charms either in 
shorts, extremely low-necked 
or backless dresses, insufficient 
underclothes, or too tightly 
fitted outer clothes. Take, for 
instance, the season’s popular 
playsuit. The man’s eye is 
tempted to watch for the 
glimpse of the pretty leg, and 
the girl is tempted to allow 
him that glimpse. Terribly 
frank, you say? The fact re- 
mains. Just such things must 
the Christian woman consider 
when determining ‘modest ap- 
parel.’ 

“Since we live in the dis- 
pensation of grace, and have 
Paul’s letters for our direction, 
we cannot consistently or 
scripturally apply Deuterono- 
my 22:5 to the question of 
slacks, without insisting just 
as dogmatically that wool 
coats must not be made with 
cotton padding and silk lining; 
stoning for unfaithfulness 
must be administered; and all 
new houses must have a “bat- 


tlement.” These laws are giv- 
en in the same twenty-second 
chapter. We must not sin by 
failing to “rightly divide” (II 
Tim. 2:15). 

“. « »« I do not believe it 
would be counted in accord 
with the scriptural ideal for 
women to wear slacks every- 
where all the time. The gov- 
erning factor ought to be 
whether or not slacks are nec- 
essary to being in ‘modest 
apparel’ for the activity in 
question.” 


Answers to the Above 


There seems to be very clearly 
unanimous opinion on the part of 
more spiritually-minded young peo- 
ple that a Christian girl or woman 
should dress very modestly. How- 
ever, both these young people sug- 
gest that sometimes the wearing 
of slacks or trousers is permissible 
for women and girls, depending, 
more or less, on convenience. The 
young man expresses the opinion 
that “Slacks are permissible for 
ladies when riding horseback and 
for schoolgirls.” The young lady 
thinks that Deuteronomy 22:5, be- 
ing a part of the Mosaic law, does 
not apply today. 

It is striking, however, that both 
these young writers who do not 
like to have slacks forbidden for 
women and girls, yet agree per- 
fectly that they are not always in 
order. The young man says, “I now 
believe that women should not 
wear them as a rule.” The young 
woman writes, “I do not believe it 
would be counted in accord with 
the scriptural ideal for women to 
wear slacks everywhere all the 
time.” Both agree that it would 
be wrong, contrary to the scrip- 
tures, for women to wear slacks all 
the time. It is plain that they are 
settling the matter by reason and 
not by the Word of God. For the 
Scripture never intimates that ap- 
parel that is proper on one oc- 
casion would be improper on an- 
other occasion. If slacks are prop- 
er attire for a women riding horse- 
back, then why would they be im- 
proper for a woman attending 
church? Style or custom might 
require different clothes for hiking 
and for housewear when the 
preacher comes for dinner, but the 
Scripture certainly does not make 
any distinction. There is no moral 
reason why slacks would be proper 
on one occasion and improper on 
another. The Scripture makes no 
such distinction. 

What the Scripture does plainly 
say is that “The woman shall not 
wear that which pertaineth unto a 
man, neither shall a man put on 
a woman’s garment; for all that 
do so are abomination unto the 
Lord thy God” (Deut. 22:5). 


The only way to settle this mat- 
ter, then, for Christians, is by the 
Bible, and not by customs of mod- 
ern style, nor by Emily Post. 

But our Fort Worth friend thinks 
that Deuteronomy 22:5 is in the 
Old Testament and does not apply 
to us. If so, she asks, why not 
that all new houses have a “bat- 
tlement,” and stone people for un- 
faithfulness, and refuse to permit 
wool coats to have cotton padding 
and silk lining, since these things, 
she says, are specified in the twen- 
ee chapter of Deuteronomy 

so, 

Now our friend is right, that 
there is a difference in ceremonial 
and moral law. The ceremonial 
laws given in the Old Testament 
are not binding on New Testament 
Christians. On that we must agree. 
We do not offer animal sacrifices, 
we do not circumcise boy babies, 
we do not refuse to eat pork and 
catfish. We do not keep the Jewish 
sabbath on Saturday. The cere- 
monial law is not binding on New 
Testament Christians. Certain laws 
were given for Israel and were for 
Israel alone, having a particular 
ceremonial meaning. And certain 
of the laws were enforced under 
the theocracy among the Jews in 
a way that they are not to be en- 
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forced with the present civil gov- 
ernment. On that we must agree. 
However, it is a mistake to sup- 
pose that Deuteronomy 22:5, com- 

that men and women 
should not wear garments pertain- 
ing to the opposite sex, is purely 
ceremonial law. Instead it is moral 
law and so binding upon all. For 
instance, the book of Deuteronomy 
gives the Ten Commandments 
(Deut. 5:7-21). It is still a sin to 
steal, to lie, to commit adultery, 
to covet, to worship idols. Those 
laws, though given in Deuterono- 
my, as they are in Exodus 20, are 
not purely ceremonial laws. They 
are general moral laws, intended 
for the whole human race. They 
are repeated in different words 
many times in the New Testament. 
Moral laws concern things that are 
inherently wrong or right for the 
whole human race. Ceremonial 
laws are those which are com- 
manded temporarily, to a limited 
number of people, with a spiritual 
significance to the ceremony or 
form, 


But the Old Testament laws con- 
cerning the distinction between 
sexes, were a moral requirement, 
and fit the whole human race. That 
is pretty clearly intimated in First 
Corinthians 11:3-16, where the re- 
lation of the sexes is discussed and 
we are told that the man was not 
created for the woman, but the 
woman for the man, and that man 
is the head of the woman, even 
like Christ is the head of the man, 
and God is the head of Christ. That 
scripture requires, therefore, that 
a woman should wear long hair 
and a man should wear short hair, 
as symbols of the difference in 
sex. Sex differences and the dis- 
tinction required by the Old Tes- 
tament law between men and wom- 
en involved the moral law, there- 
fore, and not merely ceremonial 
law. 

That distinction is referred to 
again in the New Testament in 
First Timothy 2:8-15. It refers 
particularly to women’s clothes, 


. too, saying, “In like manner also, 


that women adorn themselves in 
modest apparel, with shamefaced- 
ness and sobriety; not with broided 
hair, or gold, or pearls, or costly 
array” (I Tim. 2:9). And then 
verses eleven to thirteen*continue: 


“11. Let the woman learn in 
silence with all subjection. 

“12. But I suffer not a wom- 
an to teach, nor to usurp au- 
thority over the man, but to 
be in silence. 

“13. For Adam was first 
formed, then Eve” (I Tim. 2: 
11-13). 

The distinction between man and 
woman dates, then, from the crea- 
tion and affects woman’s clothes, 
the Scripture says. The laws re- 
quiring men and women to pre- 
serve the distinction in sex and 
to observe the rules of clothing 
based on that distinction, are not 
ceremonial laws but moral laws 
that are still binding upon Chris- 
tians. 

First Corinthians 14:34, 35 men- 
tions the relations of husband and 
wives, and says that therefore 
women are to keep silence in the 
churches, saying, “But they are 
commanded to be under obedience 
as also saith the law.” This Scrip- 
ture expressly states that the 
teaching of the Mosaic law con- 
cerning the distinction of the sexes, 
and woman’s place as different 
from man’s, is moral law and still 
binding on Christians. 


We must accept it as true, then, 
that Deuteronomy 22:5 is for peo- 
ple today as well as Old Testament 
Jews. Men and women are 
different. God made them differ- 
ent at creation. God had a pur- 
pose in having each sex maintain 
its proper place reverently. There 
is just as much difference between 
a man and a woman now as there 
was in the Old Testament. There 
is just as much moral quality and 
obligation in the treatment which 
men accord women, and women’s 
actions toward men now as there 
was in Old Testament times. God 
never gave a ceremonial meaning 
to the type of clothes women wore 
in the Old Testament, and the type 
that men wore in the Old Testa- 
ment, a symbolical meaning that 
would apply to them but would not 
apply to us today. On the con- 

, the command given that 
women should not wear garments 
that pertain to men, and that men 
should not wear women’s clothing, 
are literal commandments concern-

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to move back in the service. When 
they did, I knew what it meant. 
Finally they got on the back bench.

curate if we should translate these 
verses, “I say unto you, Keep on 
asking and it shall be given to you; 
keep on seeking, and ye shall find; 
keep on knocking, and it shall be 
opened unto you. For every one 
that keeps on asking receiveth; 
and he that keeps on seeking find- 
eth; and to him that keeps on 
knocking it shall be opened.” 


The form of the language in the 
Greek involves a continued asking 
and seeking and knocking. Blessed 
assurance God gives here that ev- 
eryone who really keeps on asking 
receives and everyone that really 
keeps on seeking finds, and every- 
one who keeps on knocking at the 
door of God for bread for sinners 
will have the door opened and 
bread given; Yea, as many loaves 
as he needs for the sinner God 
sends to him!

claim of sinless perfection, etc. But 
Christ knew the doubts that would 
arise in people’s hearts when He 
gave this lesson on prayer, and He 
answered your doubts. 

Dear friend, you need not fear 
to ask for bread for sinners. Christ 
will not give you an evil spirit nor 
an unholy jabber nor a false tes- 
timony. Christ will not turn you 
over to folly. You may ask, un- 
afraid, knowing that when you ask 
for bread you will get bread and 
not a stone, or you will get fish and 
not a serpent and you will get an 
egg and not a scorpion. Hear again 
these tender assurances of the Sav- 
iour: 

“If a son shall ask bread of 
any of you that is a father, 
will he give him a stone? or 
if he ask a fish, will he for a 
fish give him a serpent? 

“Or if he shall ask an egg, 
will he offer him a scorpion? 

“If ye then, being evil, know 
how to give good gifts unto 
your children; how much more 
Shall your heavenly Father 
give the Holy Spirit to them 
that ask him?” (Luke 11:11- 
13). 

You love your child. If he asks 
for bread you would not give him 
a stone. And all the more if he, 
with a compassionate heart, asked 
bread for another that you loved 
dearly and wanted to see fed, you 
would not give him a stone. You, 
weak and ignorant and sinful as 
you are, would not betray the con- 
fidence of your child. You would 
not give a poisonous snake instead 
of fish nor a scorpion or stinging 
lizard to the little fellow who con- 
fidently plead for an egg. So then 
Jesus reminds us, “If ye then, be- 
ing evil, know how to give good 
gifts unto your children, how much 
more shall your heavenly Father 
give the Holy Spirit to them that 
ask him?” 


We may feel perfectly safe to 
wait on God. Do not be discour- 
aged. Do not listen to the taunts 
of those who say it is unnecessary, 
but ask and receive the power of 
the Holy Spirit. 


Asking For The Holy Spirit 


Strangely, Jesus did not put in 
exact words until the very close 
of this lesson on advanced pray- 
ing, that He was teaching the dis- 
ciples to pray for the Holy Spirit! 

How many, many preachers and 
teachers hate the idea of praying 
for the Holy Spirit. They are will- 
ing to pray for revivals, pray for 
the conviction of sinners, pray for 
power on their preaching, pray for 
divine wisdom in their messages, 
and yet they fear to pray for the 
Holy Spirit Himself who really 
brings revivals, who convicts sin- 
ners and converts them, who gives 
wisdom and power and leadership 
to the man of God! When we pray 
for bread for sinners we really 
mean that we need the power and 
wisdom of the Holy Spirit of God 
to come upon us and enable us to 
do what otherwise we could not do. 
We want the Holy Spirit of God 
to make us fruitful soul winners, 

The Scofield Reference Bible is 
the best Reference Bible in the 
world, I believe, but in the foot- 
notes on this scripture, the editors 
make a bad mistake. Dr. Sco- 
field says: 

“To go back to the promise 
of Luke 11:13 is to forget Pen- 
tecost, and to ignore the truth 
that now every believer has 
the indwelling Spirit.” 

To be sure every believer now 
has the indwelling Spirit, but Je- 
sus is not here teaching the dis- 
ciples to pray for the indwelling 
of the Holy Spirit. Rather, He is 
teaching them to pray for the soul 
winning power of the Spirit. Sure- 
ly neither Dr. Scofield nor any in- 
formed man would say that every 
Christian has the soul winning 
power of the Spirit. And that is 
what Jesus here urges us to pray 
for. We are to pray with holy 
begging, with urgent pleading, that 
the Holy Spirit. of God will help 
us to carry the bread of life to 
sinners. There can be no other 
meaning to the teaching of Jesus 
here. The disciples were never 
taught to pray for the indwelling 
of the Holy Spirit and if they had 
prayed for His indwelling, their 
prayer would NOT have been an- 
swered. For Jesus had plainly 
stated in John 7:37-39 that the 
Holy Ghost would not be given 
in the sense of making His head- 
quarters in the Christian’s body 
until Christ should be glorified, 
that is, raised from the dead. Any 
praying for the indwelling of the 
Holy Spirit could never be an- 


swered before Jesus rose from the 
dead and breathed on His dis- 
ciples and said, “Receive ye the 
Holy Ghost” (John 20:22). And 
after that time it would not do 
any good to pray for the indwell- 
ing of the Holy Spirit, for every 
saved soul has the Holy Spirit 
dwelling within him. No, Jesus 
meant that Christians should pray 
for the Holy Spirit to anoint us 
or fill us or empower us to make 
us soul winners; that the Holy 
Spirit of God would enable us to 
carry the bread of life to sinners. 
And that is the only way soul 
winners are made. Do not let any- 
body steal this precious verse, 
Luke 11:13, away from you. God 
still gives the Holy Spirit in soul 
winning power to those who ask 
Him importunately and will not 
take “No” for an answer. 

Those who think this part of the 
Bible is out of date should remem- 
ber that the book of Luke was 
not written until long after Pente- 
cost, and why should the Holy 
Spirit have ever inspired it and 
why should God have written down 
this sweet promise that men who 
ask for the Holy Spirit could have 
Him to make them soul winners, if 
the promise were already out of 
date before it was written down? 
Beware lest Satan steal away the 
riches of the Bible from you by 
having men tell you that part of 
the Bible is out of date and wasn’t 
meant for you. God is still eager 
to have bread taken to sinners. 
Friends in their journey through 
life come to you and you have 
nothing to set before them, but God 
has bread enough for all and He 
will give it if you knock at His 
door with importunity, 

There is a way to power; to fruit 
bearing. You too may enter with 
Moses and Paul into the travail 
of soul that Christ had for sin- 
ners. You too may enter into the 
miracle-working power of the Holy 
Spirit in saving sinners. But it is 
not a light and frivolous matter. 
It is not gained by flippant or half- 
hearted praying. 

Some ministers have a way of 
saying to people who seek for the 
power of the Holy Spirit that they 
should simply go home and believe 
that they have the power, that al- 
ready they have the Holy Spirit 
and they have all they need. Well, 
suppose that the neighbor at mid- 
night would say to the man out- 
side, pounding upon his door, “‘Go 
on home and believe that you have 
bread for your friend that has none 
and it will be all right.”’ Well, that 
is not what the friend who had the 
bread said to his neighbor. And if 
the neighbor had acted on such 
advice he would have gone home 
without the bread, however hard 
he tried to believe it was in his 
hands. The power of the Holy Spir- 
it is real and definite and we may 
know whether or not the breath of 
God is on us to win sinners. We 
may know whether or not we have 
bread for sinners. And we may 
have the bread if we mean busi- 
ness but I want you to know there 
is a price to pay. You may have 
the bread if you are willing to 
knock at the door and wait before 
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Friday, September 15, 1939 


God until He gives you as many 
loaves as you need. And while you 
pray and wait, God will search out 
your heart, will show what. dis- 
pleases Him, will bring you to con- 
fession and forsaking of sin, will 
help you count the heavy cost. 
Whatever needs fixing, God can fix, 
in your life and heart, as you wait 
and plead for bread for sinners; 
that is, for the power of the Holy 
Spirit to win sinners.
